which saw former Town Councilor Donald M. 
Rheault narrowly defeat current Councilor Joanne 
H. Willis for second place. The anticipated smal! 
voter turnout, just 31 percent of the town’s over 
14,000 registered voters, came to the polls on a 
beautiful early October day. 

Johnson, 32, and Rheault, 59, will now face-off 
in the Tuesday, November 2nd General Election. 
They will be joined by 22 candidates vying for 11 
seats on the Agawam Town Council and nine can- 
didates vying for six seats on the Agawam Schoo! 
Committee. The Mayor automatically retains the 
seventh Schoo! Committee seat. 

Johnson received 2,977 votes compared to 970 
for Rheault and 889 for Mrs. Willis. Jonnson swept 
through each of the town’s seven precincts. 
Johnson was the only one of the three candidates 
to open a campaign headquarters for the primary. 
His jubilant supporters gathered at the Southwick 
Street headquarters in Feeding Hills Center to 
celebate the strong victory. 

Tuesday's victory followed the same pattern 
shown by Johnson during each of the past two 
elections. 

In the weeks prior to the primary and especially 
on Tuesday, Johnson supporters were out in

After a summer plagued with many auto thefts, 
the Agawam Police Department is reinforcing the 
Neighborhood Crime Watch program. 

Neighborhood Crime Watch is a program that 
protects citizens by preventing crimes from occur- 
ring in their own neighborhoods. Neighbors unite 
and help each other by contacting the police if 
they see something or someone suspicious in 
their neighborhood. 

Police Captain Robert Campbeli, told us, “The 
program adds an extra hundred set of eyes and 
outs All we’re asking is that citizens watch and 
call.” 

To organize a Neighborhood Crime Watch, 
citizens call the Police Department and request 
an officer to come into their neighborhood.

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Rheault, who entered the race on August 19th, 
didn’t begin to campaign with vigor until the first 
week in September. He promised to intensify his 
campaigning over the next four weeks to get his 
message across to voters. Rheault and his sup- 
porters gathered at Alexander's Restaurant in 
Feeding Hills after the polls closed at 8:00 p.m. 

A controversy over the set-up of debates bet- 
ween the three candidates erupted late in the 
primary campaign. There were attempts to assem- 
ble the three candidates for two debates but none 
transpired and Mrs. Willis blamed the Johnson 
campo for this. 

The three candidates did appear on the Dan 
Yorke Radio Talk Show on WHYN AM-56 on Mon- 
day afternoon. Johnson promoted his positive 
management style and said he has guided the 
town through difficult budgetary years without 
cuts in services or layoffs of town workers or the 
teaching staff in the Agawam School System. 

Also, Johnson hailed the town’s purchase of 
Tuckahoe Turf Farms in Feeding Hills as one of 
the hallmarks of his administration during the 
past term. He blasted Mrs. Willis for voting 
against the purchase of Tuckahoe Turf, which she 
stili contends was procedurally mishandled by 
both the administration and the council. 

Johnson has promised to continue a positive 
campaign in the coming weeks based on his 
management record over the past four years. 


Mrs. Willis had continual'y criticized Johnson's 
management style, and nad pointed to cases 
such as the Lalli tax controversy and the removal 
of health inspector Cas Tryba in August 1992 as 
examples of where Johnson failed to exercise 
igaaership as mayor. 

Hheault also said Johnson has lacked leader- 
ship and does not possess a record of ac- 
corm piisnment in the office. He also promised to 
oreak what he called gridlock between the Mayor 
and members of the Town Council. 

Rheault criticized Johnson for his handling of 
iné new Super Stop and Shop in Feeding Hills, 
saving that the Mayor embraced a project that has 
severely chaneved the character of Feeding Hills.

Encouraged To Call Police 

Citizens in the Crime Watch are encouraged to 
call Police to report any questionable situations 
within the neighborhood. “We'd rather investigate 
20 calls that turned out to be nothing than to 
watch a crime happen,” said Campbell. 

The Crime Watch program began 20 years ago 
by the National Sheriff's Association. According 
to Campbell, the program worked well and con- 
tributed to reductions in crime rate. 

Over the past year, there has only been a few re- 
quests from citizens to organize a Crime Watch. 
“We would like to generate interest. It was a 
valence program in the early days,’ said Camp- 

ell. 





Twenty years ago, the neighborhoods were 
much more involved, he noted. “If someone did 
not belong in the neighborhood, they couldn’t 
make a move without us receiving a call,” said 
Campbell. 

Creates Comradery Between Neighbors 

The Neighborhood Crime Watch Program also 
works to create comradery between neighbors. 
“Neighbors work together to stop crime in their 
community. Legitimate people won’t be offended 
by a phone call,” said Campbell, “only a thief 
would be offended.”

The American Flag Deserves 
The Utmost Of Respect

However, the most sincere declaration of one’s 
love for someone is displayed by their deeds of 
tenderness and genuine caring.

Nathan Hale and Lt. Colin Kelly, Jr., were such 
persons; and, while no one is expected to take a 
stance as they did, thousands upon thousands 
have made that supreme sacrifice. 

Innumerable others have given so much for the 
American flag and its country. Missing arms or 
legs (or both), eyesight, tormenting and incurable 
physical and mental afflictions, broken minds and 
bodies, broken families, and so many, many hard- 
ships too numerous to mention...

When attending a sports events—baseball, 
hockey, or whatever occasion—or perhaps view- 
ing it on your TV screen, have you ever noticed the 
participation of the Canadians as they join with 
the lyrics and the chanting of “Oh Canada,” 
which is their national anthem. Complete unity. 

Then comes “The Star Spangled Banner.” With 
it also comes the crotch grabbers, tobacco spit- 
ters, looking around, laughing, upraised clenched 
fists, and (to top it off) some clown singing or 
playing an instrument obbligato or acappella.

What my article is trying to convey is that you 
should be proud to be an American and show your 
sincerity with genuineness. Displaying “Old 
Glory” on your lawns or from your house (or 
wherever) is commendable, but only if it is done 
without disgrace and dishonor. 

The flag must be free for movement. Position- 
ing on the pole is important; full mast or half 
mast; when to lower and how; faded; tattered or 
torn; illumination at night; replacement and pro- 
per disposal; and so on.

| have lived here in Agawam now for alittle over 
a year. | see so many American flags displayed, 
but sadly so many are not revered. Recently, Paul 
Pannier, Property Manager for Tinkham Manage- 
ment, had two flags removed from the River Vista 
apartments when he realized he could not comply 
with the illumination of them in the dark hours. 

He will return them to the poles when the 
utilities have been repaired. Thanks, Paul. You 
see, folks, it’s just that easy ... and you'll feel bet- 
ter for it. Hey, here are other points of interest. 

The height of the flag pole determines the size 
of the flag. The “hoist” of the flag should be at 
least one-quarter to one-third of the height of the 
pole, although it can be larger, but not smaller. 
The ‘‘fly” of the flag is the length of the flag. 
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Why was the flag on Springfield Street at the 
memorial and in front of the American Legion fly- 
ing at half mast for the past two weeks? It is not il- 
juminated at night as required. Why is the flag at 
the Police Station partially secluded behind those 
two large trees? 

The “fly” of the flag could become entangled 
with the branches of the trees. The flag must be 
free from obstruction. How is the flag il- 
luminated? Move the pole? Start pruning the 
trees? Who will do it? When?... 

Let’s not overlook the American flag in front of 
the Mayor’s office at the Town Hall on Main 
Street! The spotlight on the ground needs redirec- 
ting the light beam from a tree to the flag. The fix- 
ture warrants attention as there has been com- 
plete darkness for the last several weeks. 

The flag being sandwiched between four trees 
here again will be needing pruning shortly. The 
flag seldom ever gets a breeze and if it did, where 
is the room for movement? It just hangs there limp 
most of the time. 

| equate this type of condition with that of tying 
a dog to a tree in the back yard, and that’s how he 
spends his entire days. Poor dog, poor flag! 

Does the Environmental Society get involved? 
Who installs these flag poles? An arborist? Why 
do they keep trying to hide the American flag 
among the trees? Are not these two flags too 
small for the height of the pole to start with?

Congressman Richard E. Neal (D-Springfield), 
member of the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, recently introduced legislation during a 
speech addressing two of the most devastating 
diseases affecting American women; breast 
cancer and osteoporosis. The Women’s Health 
Care Services Act of 1993 will create preventive 
and early detection mechanisms under the 
Medicare program to battle the catastrophic 
results of these two deadly diseases. 

In his remarks from the House floor, the Con- 
gressman noted that every three minutes a 
woman in America dies of breast cancer. The Na- 
tional Cancer Institute estimates that in 1993, 
46,300 women will die from the deadly disease, 
and that 183,000 new cases wil! be diagnosed. 
What’s worse is that American women are dying 
oibreas cancer today at the same rate they did in 
1930. 

Osteoporosis is a deadly bone disease. It 
decreases its victims’ bone mass, causing an in- 
crease in the risk of bone fracture. While 
osteoporosis is found in more than 24 million 
Americans, more than 80 percent of its victims are 
women. 

Osteoporosis is associated with an estimated 
cost of $7 to $10 billion each year. Yet its costs 
are even deeper in human terms. More than 20 
percent of the elderly women who suffer from hip 
fractures die within six months of the incident. 

The Women’s Health Services Act, which Neal 
introduced, changes current Medicare law to 
cover mammography screening services for all 
women over the age of 50 on an annual basis. Cur- 
rently, for most of these women, Medicare covers 
only a bi-annual screening. 

For osteoporosis victims, the Women’s Health 
Services Act covers an early detection test, called 
the Bone Mass Measurement Test. Early detec- 
tion can eliminate many devastating effects later. 

And finally. this legislation would provide per- 
manent coverage to an osteoporosis drug—cove- 
rage which {under current law) will expire in 1995. 

“For tne sake of our grandmothers, mothers

Agawam Police Dept. Observing 
National Crime Prevention Month

October is “National Crime Prevention Month.” 
Although it will pass with little or no fanfare, we 
should all take the time to reflect on crime and the 
impact it has on society in general and its victims 
in particular. 

The word “‘crime”’ encompasses a large number 
of offenses, each carrying with them emotional 
(as well as financial) costs. Murder, rape, robbery, 
and vandalism are but a few of the crimes which 
add new victims to their list every day. 

The following are some facts and statistics 
regarding crime and the risk of our becoming yet 
another name on that list. 

VICTIM CHARACTERISTICS: Young persons 
are more likely to be victims than older persons. 
Blacks have higher violent crime victimization 
rates than whites. 

* Crime is essentially intraracial—84% of black 
victims said their attackers were black; 80% of 
white victims identified their attackers as white. 

* Three-percent of Americans (six million) are 
the victims of violent crimes each year. 

* Approximately four out of five young people in 
the U.S. will become victims of completed or at- 
tempted crimes during their lifetimes. Approx- 
imately one-half of them will be victims two or 
more times. 

* According to the F.B.I. Uniform Crime 
Reports, one burglary takes place every 10 
seconds; one motor vehicle theft every 22 
seconds; one robbery every minute; one forcible 
rape every six minutes; and one murder every 25 
minutes. 

RAPE: In 1988 there were 127,000 rapes 
reported. Although women of all ages, races, and 
income levels are victims of rape, victims are 
most likely to be young and unmarried. Victims 
are disproportionately from low-income families. 

Rapists usually operate alone and most are 
unarmed. Most rapes are attempts rather than 
completed crimes. Two-thirds of all rapes occur at 
night, with the largest proportion occurring bet- 
ween 6:00 p.m. and 12:00 midnight. 

BURGLARY: In 1988 there were 5,776,770 
burglaries—roughly four out of five were com-

pleted. The most common burglary is through 
unlocked door or windows. Over a 20-year period, 
seven out of 10 households will be burglarized at 
least once. 

ROBBERY: There were 1,047,980 personal rob- 
beries in 1988—some 65% of which were com- 
pleted. The robbery problem is highly concen- 
trated in urban areas. 

One-third of all robberies that happened at orin 
the victim’s home were committed by offenders 
with the right to be there—guests, relatives, repair 
personnel, etc. Guns were used in about one out 
of every five robberies. 

MOTOR VEHICLE THEFTS: In 1988 there were 
1,634,060 motor vehicle theft attempts with 
roughly two-thirds completed. Motor vehicle 
thefts from 1973 through 1985 cost approximately 
$52 billion. The net loss to owners after recoveries 
and insurance was $16.1 billion. 

VANDALISM: The annual cost of vandalism in 
the U.S. is estimated at $5 billion. There were 
273,500 arrests for vandalism in 1987. Arrests in- 
creased 13.8 percent between 1978 and 1987. 

TEENS AS CRIME VICTIMS: Teens are violent 
crime victims more than twice as frequently as 
adults. One-third of all violent crimes against 
younger teens, and 83% of thefts, occur at 


school. 

FAMILY VIOLENCE: Crimes by spouses or ex- 
spouses account for more than half of all crimes 
committed by relatives. Calling the police follow- 
ing an act of domestic violence can reduce future 
risks for the victim by as much as 62%. Those 
statistics show that a husband is less likely to at- 
tack his wife again in the following six months. 

DRUGS, ALCOHOL, AND CRIME: Estimates in- 
dicate that one in every 10 employees has a 
serious drinking problem. Alcohol-related traffic 
accidents are the most common cause of teenage 
death. 

Alcohol is involved in 55% of all arrests, 65% of 
all homicides, and 69% of all assaults. Although 
overall drug use among young people continued a 
gradual decline, the U.S. has the highest rate 
among the world’s industrialized nations.

Testimony Scoring 
Cable TV Rates 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
recently submitted testimony to the House Sub- 
committee on Telecommunications and Finance 
strongly criticizing the recent rate increases im- 
plemented by many local cable television 
operators. He also joined 128 of his colleagues in 
co-signing a letter sent to the Chairman of the 
Federal Communication Commission (FCC) call- 
ing for a reexamination of the Commission’s new 
cable regulations. 

In his testimony before the Subcommittee, Neal 
criticized cable operators for arbitrarily increas- 
ing their rates for basic service packages: 


“In many areas across the country, rates have 
actually gone up for many tiers of cable television 
programming. In my home area of Springfield, 
many people will be paying more money for less 
channels. | am simply appalled that many cable 
operators and executives decided to thwart the in- 
tent of the law and use this as an opportunity to 
hit the consumer once again. Their timing could 
not be worse. 

“It seems to me that this was the perfect oppor- 
tunity for the cable companies to reduce rates for 
basic services and simplify the tier system. In- 
stead, many cable companies have muddied the 
waters by switching channels around and taking 
refuge behind loopholes in the letter of the law,” 
Neal said. 


In the letter to James H. Quello, Congressman 
Neal and his colleagues urged the FCC Chairman 
to reassess the latest adjustments: 

“Now that we have begun to see how some 
operators are increasing rates instead of lowering 
them, and essentially avoiding the rate reductions 
called for in the new regulations, it seems to us 
that the FCC should adjust the regulations to pro- 
tect consumers. The FCC can reopen these 
regulations at any time. We urge you to recon- 
sider them immediately,’ stated Neal and his col- 
leagues.

Vivian M. Dziardziel has released the following

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Council Candidate Servis Says Town 
Must Start Planning For Future 


City Council candidate Kent Servis stresses the 
need for Agawam to start planning now for the 
needs faced by the community in the coming 

ears. = 

i “We can no longer continue the ‘band aid’ ap- 
proach to capitol improvements. While the pre- 
sent administration and some incumbent coun- 
cilors have been touting the ‘fiscal stability’ 
theme, they have been quite short sighted and 
have, in fact, been ‘fiddling while Rome burns.” 

A recent tour of our DPW garage points out the 
failure of Agawam’s government to address im- 
provements or replacement for obsolete facilities. 
The hard working crew at the town’s garage are 
working in unsafe and deplorable conditions. 
Lack of floor drains leaves puddles of water 
everywhere during rain storms and during the 
winter months, melting snow from plows and 
other vehicles, have our work crews trying to 
maintain over 70 vehicles, while standing in 
melting slush. 


The aged concrete floor is so pitted and crumbI- 
ing that a mechanic’s creeper can’t even be used 
because the wheels get stuck in the holes. To 
make matters worse, the electrical service is so 
primitive that all of the lights can’t be turned on 
without blowing the fuses and plunging the facili- 
ty into darkness! When asked how they manage 
to use an electric welder, they answered that they 
have to turn off many of the lights. 

The DPW garage is tucked away in a sort of 
“out of sight - out of mind” location on Main 
Street, not far from the Connecticut line. It is 
anything BUT centrally located. In the winter time, 
the trucks that sand the roads must return from 
the Feeding Hills section to reload sand and then 
return to Feeding Hills. There is often a 40-45 
minute time loss due to travel time.in poor driving 
conditions. During a severe snow storm, this has 
a poor effect on public safety, and wastes 
precious time when plowing and sanding. 

When we drive to and from work during these 
snow storms, we take for granted the dedicated 
people who often work 35-40 hours straight, 
around the clock, to keep our roads and highways 
clear and passable. Yet, we continue to ignore the 
need to locate and construct a new facility. 


The walls of the building are a patch of tem- 
porary repairs and you can see the outside world 
in many places where the walls have pulled away 
from the supports. The average temperature in the 
winter inside of the work area is only about 57 
degrees. The cold, damp temperatures, coupled 
with standing puddles of water and a roof that 
leaks, is a sufficient testament that we need to 
replace this facility as soon as possible. 


The purchase of a clean burning waste oil 
heater would make very good sense at this time. 
We are presently paying 20 to 40 cents per gallon 
to dispose of waste oil, when we could be using it 
as a cost saving fuel to help keep this place a little 
warmer. The unit is removable and could be easily 
installed in a new facility. The unit costs about 
$4,500, and would pay for itself in the first year of 
operation. 


When we drive into Springfield and cross the 
bridges, remember the inconvenience and costly 
reconstruction of the bridges. Proper planning, 
preventative maintenance and a plan for improv- 
ing the infrastructure would have saved an awful 
lot of money by the state. The same lack of proper 
planning and “worry about it later” attitude on the 
part of Agawam’s government may well fand us in 
a very expensive mess several years Gown the 
road if we don’t wake up and start really planning 
for our future. 

A short sighted administration that passes the 
buck to future generations and a rubber stamp 
voting block on the Council are not doing any of 
the citizens of Agawam a favor. 

We also need a new, centrally located fire sta- 
tion and are facing a crowding problem in our 
schools, but that is a topic for another week. 


In conclusion, Servis said, “We need some new 
faces on our Council, with fresh ideas and a deter- 
mination to get things done. The Council needs to 
function in a spirit of cooperation with the Mayor. 
However, there is a big difference between 
cooperation and collusion. 

“We need to look down the road to sensible 
development, expand our job base with low im- 
pact industries and quit passing the problems to 
our children.” ; -

Fire-Wise

National Fire Prevention Week 


The Agawam Fire Department will be observing 
“Fire Prevention Week” from October 10th 
through October 16th. 

Fire Prevention Week commemorates one of 
the worst fires in American history—the 1871 
Great Chicago Fire. On October 9th of that year, 
250 people died and over 17,000 buildings were 
destroyed in a fire where the property damage 
was estimated at $169 million. 

The Fire Marshal's Association established 
Fire Prevention Day in 1911 to publicize the fire 
problem. in 1922, President Harding proclaimed 
National Fire Prevention Week, and since that 
time the National Fire Protection Association has 
been the official sponsor of Prevention Week ac- 
tivities throughout the nation. 

However, the Agawam Fire Department wants 
you to remember that fire safety should be prac- 
pea every day, and offers the following sugges- 
ions: 

Install and maintain smoke detectors on every 
level of your home. 

e Have a home fire escape plan and practice it 
with your family. 

© Keep matches and lighters out of the hands of 
children. 

e Have home heating systems and chimneys in- 
spected by a professional.

Heritage Hall Nursing and Rehabilitation 
Center's Food Service Supervisor, Agnes 
Puricelli, saw a problem with the processed food 
that was served to residents suffering from the 
swallowing disorder, dysphagia. Although they 
were able to consume food, resident no longer 
had the eye-appealing benefits of seeing chicken, 
fish, and other fine cuisine. 

Motivated by the thought that people “eat with 
their eyes,’’ Agnes set out to design a Puree pro- 
gram that would turn processed food into attrac- 
tive, tasty, and easy to swallow delicacies. 

Still using the processing technique of 
blenderizing, Agnes also added the slurrying pro- 
cedure to her Puree program. Used with such 
dishes as pancakes, slurrying “thickens the food.

Agnes displayed two 
fish dishes, one prepared through the Puree pro- 
cess, and the other a solid fish - without feeling 
the texture of the separate dishes, the dinners 
looked identical. 

Other household appliances such as food pro- 
cessors and pastry tubes help to create these 
masterpieces. 

According to chef, Stanley LaBrecque, the 
Puree Program actually allows the dietary depart- 
ment to be creative. 

“I'm really excited about this program. 
Residents are eating and it’s an easy program to 
work with,” said Stanley, adding that many high- 
caliber chef are interested in joining the Heritage 
Hall team to become part of this unique project. 

Approximately 40 residents in the West 
Building are participating in the Puree Program, 
clearly showing an increase in residents’ food in- 
take. Agnes has noted this appetite frenzy! 

“This is definitely a liberalization for the 
residents. They are getting individualized service 
and certainly improving their lifestyle,” said 
Agnes, who has reviewed and studied numerous 
recipes: testing them to create the perfect Puree 

ish. 

“The lasagna tastes like lasagna because we 
are using the same ingredients. We even process 
lettuce by adding yogurt which is another nutrient 
value,” continued Agnes, a graduate of Leicester 
Junior College in Worcester. 

Agnes has coordinated an instruction packet to 
educate other dietary departments throughout 
Genesis Health Ventures. Appropriately titled “A 
New Frontier,” the outline gives step by step 
directions on how to manage the Puree Program, 
as well as the utensils and ingredients needed to 
implement it.

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Fire Dept. Promotes 
Fire Safety Week 


Each year approximately 1,200 children under 
age 14 die in residential fires and another 11,400 
children are injured, according to the National 
Safe Kids Campaign. 

The chances of dying in a residential fire are 
cut in half when a working smoke detector is pre- 
sent, said National Safe Kids Campaign. 

The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition, in addi- 
tion to the Agawam Fire Department, will be pro- 
moting National Fire Prevention week, October 
3rd-9th. 

“Installing working smoke detectors, changing 
their batteries, testing them regularly and practic- 
ing emergency exit routes are some of the most 
important safety habits to develop. Ninety per- 
cent of child fire deaths occur in homes without 
working smoke detectors,” said Shirley LaRoche, 
RN, coordinator of the Western Mass. Safe Kids 
Coalition. 

The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition recom- 
mends that parents and caregivers: 


* Buy and install smoke detectors. 

* Test and maintain existing smoke detectors. 

* Keep matches and lighters out of children’s 
reach. 

* Never allow young children to light a camp- 
fire, barbecue or the candles on a birthday cake. 

* Plan at least two escape routes from the 
home and practice them with children during fire 
drills. 

In the event of a fire, make sure children know 
to: 
* Stay close to the floor and crawl to the 
nearest exit. 

* Touch doors before opening them. 

* Cover mouth and nose. 

* Get to an outside meeting place. 

* Never go back into a burning building.

“<We Make Fitness Fun”’ 
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Heritage Hall Residents 
Reminisce About Past 


“Do you remember the time when you could buy 
something for a dollar down,” asks Agawam resi- 
dent Rosalie Walsh to a group of residents at 
Heritage Hall Nursing and Rehabilitation Center, 
an affiliate of Genesis Health Ventures. Smiles 
and verbal recollections are heard among the

‘““What Teens Need From Us’”’ 


The last verse of the Old Testament ends witha 
prophecy concerning fathers and children that is 
worth noting: it speaks of God working to “turn 
the hearts of the fathers to their children, and the 
hearts of the children to their fathers.” lest the 
fand be struck witn a curse (Malachi 4:6). 

In these days, in this land, we are seeing both 
the need and the fulfillment of this prophecy. Un- 
fortunately, in so many families, the hearts of 
fathers and children are turned away from one 
another: there exists a distance, in some cases 
alienation, even enmity and violence. 

For all the wrong reasons, ‘‘a man’s enemies 
are the members of his own household” (Matthew 
10:36), and vice versa. Certainly you’ve read in the 
paper or heard in the news about how “father- 
lessness” is an American crisis. Over 5.6 million 
American children under the age of 15 are grow- 
ing up without fathers in the home. 

in addition, countless millions more have been 
abandoned by distant fathers who are emotionally 
or spiritually separated from their children. We're 
seeing a pattern of brokenness developing not on- 
ly in the family but also in society as a whole, just 
as if our land was being struck with a curse. 

But just as this ‘‘bad news” is evident to us all, 
God’s Good News is becoming more and more 
evident as His Spirit is mightily at work to turn the 
hearts of fathers AND mothers to their children, 
and vice versa. 

Fortunately, more and more fathers want to be 
better dads, just as mothers want to be better 
moms. And, more and more other adults want to 
do what they can to help children and the families 
they live in. 

In the past few years, in many churches, one 
can see a deepening of ministry to children and 
families—men and women reaching out to chil- 
dren, both their own and others, who are members 
of the extended family of God's Church. 


Over the next several weeks in this column, | 
want to address the fathers, mothers, relatives, 
and older friends who really want to do a good job 
with all of their children, especially as children 
stuggle through the teenage years, and as we 
struggle right along with them. 

What can adults be doing to reach out to our 
teenagers, and to our children who are so rapidly 
becoming teenagers? What do teens want us and 
need us to be? If the children and teenagers could 
write us a job description for us as they pass 
through the teenage years, what might it be? 

My reflections on this come from a tape series 
by youth culture and family issues leader Walt 
Mueller entitled, “What Teens Need In A Dad.” I’m 
broadening the focus a bit, simply to “What Teens 
Need From Us.” 

it is my prayer that the Holy Spirit will energize 
all adults, particularly fathers, to better exemplify 
what our children and teens want and need us to 
be. 


What do teens need us to do and be? We'll put it 
in their words, beginning with the most important 
aspect of our relationship with young people.

“PLEASE LOVE ME.” This seems so obvious— 
we love our children, but that love may become 
less apparent as children become teenagers. It 
may be harder for them to know that they’re loved, 
such that we may need to turn up the volume of 
our love. 

We need to model the love of God the Father 
and God the Son. Jesus could confidently assert, 
“| am in the Father, and the Father in Me” (John 
14:10); He could pray to His Father, concerning 
His disciples, ‘‘Love them with the love you had 
for me before the world began” (John 17:24). 

Concerning love, as God loves us, so we are 
called to love our children and teenagers. So 
many are begging to know that unconditional 
love, that self-giving love which comes from God, 
through us, to them. The world doesn’t give that 
love; the world often takes and cheapens love. 

Young peers don’t often give it; they can 
ridicule and persecute real love. So we adults 
need to love our teens: love with affection, in 
speech and in touch; love with sacrifice, in time 
and energy. 

This kind of loving may be very difficult for 
those of us who haven't felt loved by our parents, 
but it becomes possible when we receive uncon- 
ditional love from God, and His people. 


Our children, our teens, are saying, ‘‘Please, 
love me.” It is especially important that daughters 
feel the love of Dad or an “uncle type” friend, and 
that sons feel the love of Mom or an “‘aunt” friend. 

Knowing that they are loved, ona feeling level, 
will help young men and women not to run into 
each other’s arms and bedrooms promiscuously, 
their physical desires saying, ‘Please, love me.” 

Furthermore, a child’s concept both of a 
healthy self-love and of the love of God is formed 
and based on the love they receive from us adults, 
especially from Mom and Dad. It’s very hard to 
“love God as you love yourself” if you haven't 
heard and seen the love of older people for you. 

So please, let’s love them!

Record Before Applying 
For A Mortgage 


You feel it’s time to start looking for your dream 
house, and you have the down payment in the 
bank. But before you start talking to mortgage 
lenders, you’d better take a look at your credit 
record. It will reveal virtually every loan and credit 
card debt you've accumulated. And if you’ve ever 
been late with a payment, defaulted on a loan or 


* declared bankruptcy, your lender will know the 


details. 

Few people have a spotless credit history, but 
taking time now to clean up or explain any 
negative marks on your record can significantly 
enhance your chance of getting a mortgage in the 
future. 

With today’s economic climate, a borrower’s 
credit history is more important than ever when 
securing a loan. Your record during the past 12 
months is inspected much more closely than that 
of previous years, but any negative information re- 
mains on your record for seven years. 

The only exception is bankruptcy, which re- 
mains for 10 years after the date of filing. Also, 
lenders may be more interested in the timeliness 
of your mortgage and rent payments than your ex- 
perience with credit cards and other debts. 

Home buyers, especially first-time buyers, 
should not allow themselves to be caught off 
guard when applying for a mortgage.

TRW offers one free credit report per year on re- 
quest. Call their local office which can be found in 
the Yellow Pages under “Credit Reporting Agen- 
cies.” 

Equifax will also provide you with a copy of your 
credit history for $8 by Calling 1-800-685-1111. 


Once you acquire a copy of your credit record, 
check it for inaccuracies. The reporting agency is 
required by law to be accurate; however, errors 
can show up. 

If you disagree with any information in the 
report, a formal dispute can be filed with the 
credit reporting agency. The agency is then re- 
quired to check the information with the lender or 
credit grantor. If the credit grantor cannot verify 
the data, the reporting agency will then change or 
delate it from your record. 


If this process does not resolve your dispute, 
you can write or converse directly with the lender 
or credit grantor to correct inaccuracies, but this 
can be difficult and time-consuming. 

You can also submit a brief statement of why 
you believe the information to be incorrect. By 
law, the reporting agency is required to include 
this information with your credit report. 


A written explanation can also be submitted for 
any delinquencies caused by good reason (death, 
serious illness, brief unemployment, etc.). lf you 
haven’t made a long-standing habit of late 
payments and a short delinquent payment period 
can be explained, lender may not hold it against 
you. 

Your mortgage lender will also fook to your 
credit record to review your monthly bills. These 
debts, including auto and credit card payments 
(together with your potential mortgage payment), 
will be compared to your income and against 
generally-accepted debt-income rations to deter- 
mine if you can comfortably afford your monthly 
obligations. 

You can’t wave a magic wand to make a 
negative credit history disappear, so make it a 
habit to pay all your bills on time. One or two late 
payments on credit cards probably won’t affect 
your chances for a mortgage, but constant delin- 
quent payments without very good reason can 
result in loan denial.

The ‘‘One-A-Day’”’ Way To 
Revamp Your Eating Habits 


Perhaps you know the “no-more-chocolate” 
diet that you planned to start yesterday ... or the 
“starting-next-Monday” vow to end snacking. 
Most of us do. 

But, there’s a better road to healthier eating 
habits. Try the ‘‘one-a-day’”’ way to new habits. 
Make a commitment each day or each week to 
establish a simple, new eating pattern. 

Here are a week’s worth of ideas to get you 
started. 

O Have two fruits or vegetables at each meal. 
This way you'll fill up on low-fat, low-calorie 
foods. Plus it’s much easier to add something to 
your diet than to take it away. 

O Break the fast. Start each day with a 
healthful breakfast even if you’re not hungry. Skip- 
ping breakfast can slow your metabolism. When 
you wake up hungry, that’s a good sign that your 
metabolism is getting back in check. 

1) Keep your portion of meat to the size of a 
deck of cards. You’ll cut the amount of fat you eat 
and still eat plenty of protein. Fill up on low-fat 
grains, fruits, and vegetables. 

(1 Put your fork down between each bite of 
food. Too often we eat so fast we hardly 
remember how much we swallowed. It takes 20 
minutes for your stomach to tell your brain that 
it’s full. Eat slowly to eat less. This is a hard one to 
do, so really concentrate on it. 

Drink two cups of water a half-hour before 
each meal. You'll eat less and feel full. Water also 
acts as a diuretic, so you'll retain less water. In 
addition, your thirst will be quenched. Sometimes 
We eat when we’re actually thirsty and need to 

rink. 

© Eat only when you're sitting at the table. 
Make the TV room, bedroom, and every other 
room off limits to food. If you want an evening 
snack, it’s OK, but be sure to eat it at the table. 
You'll eat less and enjoy what you do eat more. 

O Substitute “goodies” with low-fat ‘‘goodies’’ 
rather than thinking you can never eat “‘goodies” 
again. Keep your portion to no more than what fits 
comfortably in your hand. Tasty, low-fat treats in- 
clude angel cake, Hain or Quaker Fat-Free Carmel 
Rice Cakes, Smart Temptations No Oil Tortilla 
Chips, and Snackwell cookies.

Novel Notions 


Many films are made due to the success of the 
novels from which they were based. Below are 
some films that exemplify high-quality versions of 
some popular books. 


* To Kill A Mockingbird 

Director: Robert Mulligam. 1962. Not rated. 2 hours 
and 9 minutes. Starring: Gregory Peck, Mary Badham, 
Philip Alford, and John Meyna. 

Gregory Peck earned as Oscar as Atticus Finch 
in this superb film adaptation of the classic novel 
of the same title. The novel’s high suspense and 
strong plot development are transferred to film 
impeccably. 

The film starts out, as did the novel, in an in- 
troductory fashion. This technique enables film- 
makers to allow the viewer to become acquainted, 
or reacquainted, with the characters from the 
novel. 

Especially memorable is the perfect portrayal 
of the mysterious Boo Radley character. His 
absence from view provides the same intensity as 
it did in the novel. This is important because it 
makes watching the film just as enjoyable as if 
you’d read the novel (this is not often the case 
when books are made into films). 

The best part of all is that the era from which 
this film came supported such socially redeeming 
qualities as family values, loyalty, and friendship, 
so the whole family can watch ... quite the depar- 
ture from much of today’s sexually-focused films. 
4 STARS. (Family viewing.) 

* Misery 

Director: Rob Reiner. 1990. Rated R. 1 hour and 44 
minutes. Starring: James Caan, Kathy Bates, Richard 
Farnsworth, Frances Sterneagen, and Lauren Bacall. 

As you know by now, | am not very fond of many 
Stephen King-inspired filims. But, there are excep- 
tions to every rule, and Misery is my exception to 
this one. 

Misery has everything going for it; great acting, 
strong plot development, creative direction, and 
effective editing. Kathy Bates received an 
Academy Award for her performance as the an- 
tagonist, and it was certainly well deserved. 
James Caan portrays the hapless protagonist 
with the perfect balance between pitiful victim 
and hopeful hero. 

The finest facet of Mésery is the fact that the 
same bone-chilling terror of John Carpenter's 
Halloween films is achieved in this film with the 
psycho in plain view, speaking and carrying on 
like a normal person. 

There will be points where you will laugh as 
well as cringe, all resulting from Kathy Bates’ por- 
trayal of Annie Wilkes. As for James Caan’s per- 
formance as Paul Sheldon, after watching his tor- 
ment, you'll be convinced the movie was named 
for him! 3% STARS. (Mature audiences.) 


* The Silence of the Lambs 

Director: Jonathan Demme. 1991. Rated R. I hour 
and 58 minutes. Starring: Jodie Foster, Anthony 
Hopkins, Scott Glenn, Ted Levine, Tracey Walter, 
Charles Napier, and Roger Corman. 

Jodie Foster earned her 
Award for Best Actress via her portrayal of an 
F.B.l. agent who must recruit an imprisoned 
psychopathic and cannibalistic psychiatrist for 
questioning in the hopes of catching a sexually 
disturbed and psychopatthic serial killer. 

Much of the film's terror comes from Anthony 
Hopkins’ chilling, Oscar-winning performance as 
the psycho psychiatrist, Hannibal ‘the Cannibal” 
Lecter. And, The Silence of the Lambs won the well- 
deserved Academy Award for Best Picture. 

The normally offensive scenes of nudity and 
foul language are acceptable in this film because 
they are necessary in characterizing the caliber of 
the serial killer, Jamie Gumm. 

Foster's performance as the good gal is 
perfect. She brings a realistic tone to the film by 
simultaneously playing the determined hero and 
the damsel in distress. 

The Silence of the Lambs delivers intense enter- 
tainment through fantastic acting and a blood- 
curdling plot, but it’s not for the squeamish. 3% 
STARS. (Very mature audiences.)

It’s beginning to look like a real New England 
fall with the leaves turning bright colors and the 
temperatures dropping. It’s a particularly nice 
time of year, despite the fact that winter isn’t far 
away. It’s the time of year for satisfying hot meals 
that the whole family can enjoy. 

Stew is a comforting answer to “what's for din- 
ner?” at this time of year. The process of stewing 
not only tenderizes meat, but allows the flavors of 
the ingredients to blend together. Stews can be as 
simple as beef, carrots, potatoes, and spices or as 
elegant as cassoulets. 

BRUNSWICK STEW 
(Serves 6) 
8 chicken thighs, boned, skinned, and cut into 
bite-size pieces 
1 teaspoon sait 
Yq teaspoon pepper 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
1 onion, sliced 
28-ounce can of tomatoes, undrained and broken 
up 
10-ounce package of frozen lima beans 
10-ounce package of frozen whole kernel corn 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
2 teaspoons chicken bouillon granules 
1 teaspoon sugar 
2% cups of water 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Sprinkle % teaspoon salt and the pepper over 
chicken. In Dutch oven, place oil and heat to 
medium-high temperature. Add chicken and onion 
and cook, stirring, about 5 minutes. 

Add tomatoes, beans, corn, Worcestershire 
sauce, bouillon granules, sugar, the remainder of 
the salt, and 2 cups of water. Heat to boiling, 
reduce heat to medium and cook, covered, 20 
minutes or until chicken and vegetables are 
tender.

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In a small bowl, mix flour and remaining % cup 
water. Stir flour mixture into stew. Cook, stirring, 
until slightly thickened. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsley. ; 

One of the tastiest versions of chicken and 
dumplings comes from The Wooden Spoon Book of 
Home-Style Soups, Stews, Chowders, Chilis, and Gum- 
bos by Marilyn M. Moore. This is a perfect fall din- 
ner and will fill your kitchen with the most delec- 
table aroma. You won't have any difficulty getting 
everyone to the table for this meal. 

Although this recipe makes a delicious, light 
gravy, when | make this, | add a milk and flour mix- 
ture just before cooking the dumplings. Either 
way, the stew can be cooked the day before and 
stored in the refrigerator. Just reheat the 
vegetable-gravy liquid, add the chicken and follow 
the directions for the addition of the dumplings. 

CHICKEN STEW WITH 
BUTTER-BISCUIT DUMPLINGS 
(Serves 4) 
2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 
1 yellow onion, chopped 
1 carrot, diced 
1 celery rib, diced 
1 frying chicken, cut up (about 3 pounds) 
1 quart homemade chicken stock or canned broth, 
eated until hot 
1 bay leaf 
Ya teaspoon dried marjoram 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Butter-Biscuit dumplings 

Heat 1 tablespoon of the oil in the stockpot over 
medium heat. Add the onion, carrot, and celery 
and cook, stirring often, until the onion is tender, 
5 to 7 minutes. Remove with a slotted spoon and 
reserve. 

Add the remaining 1 tablespoon oil to the pot. 
Cook the chicken pieces in the oil, one layer at a 
time, turning once, until golden. Remove the 
browned pieces and reserve. 

Pour in the stock and stir, scraping up any 
brown bits that stick to the bottom of the pot. Stir 
in the bay leaf, marjoram and reserved onion, car- 
rots, celery and chicken. Cover and simmer for 
30-45 minutes, or until the chicken is tender. 

Remove the bay leaf. Skim off any fat. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. Remove the chicken pieces 
to a dish and keep warm in a low oven. (If made 
ahead, reheat and then remove the chicken before 
proceeding to the next step.) 
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Make the butter-biscuit dumplings (recipe 
follows). Drop the dumplings, one at a time, onto 
the simmering stock. Do not.crowd. Cover and 
simmer for 8 minutes, or until cooked all the way 
through. 

Serve at once in flat soup plates, dividing the 
dumplings and chicken pieces among the 4 serv- 
ings. Spoon the vegetable-studded gravy over all. 

BUTTER-BISCUIT DUMPLINGS 
1 cup unbleached all-purpose flour 
1% teaspoons baking powder 
Yq teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons unsalted butter 
Ys cup (plus 1 tablespoon) skim milk 

In a mixing bowl, stir together the flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cut the butter into the flour mix- 
ture with a pastry blender or 2 knives. Add the milk 
and stir with a fork until the dry ingredients are 
{ust moistened. Turn out onto a lightly floured sur- 

ace. 

Pat or roll out the dough to a 6-inch square, 
about ¥%-inch thick. Cut into 1-inch Squares. Cook 
dumplings as directed. 

These are not dry like some dumplings; in fact, 
the old-fashioned name for them is ‘‘slickers.” If 
you want biscuits without the stew, the dough can 
be cut as directed and baked in a preheated 450F 
oven for 8 minutes to make tender little butter 
biscuits. 

A cassoulet is a stew composed of white beans 
baked with meat, a creation that originated in 
southwestern France. While the process of cook- 
ing cassoulet is lengthy, the following recipe from 
Savory Stews by Mary Savage is an easier version. 

Like traditional stew, it is covered and cooked 
slowly to develop the flavors. 

CASSOULET 
(Serves 6) 
Ye pound dry beans 
1 quart of water 
1 bay leaf, crushed 
3 onions, thickly sliced 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
4 lamb shoulder chops 
Ye pound link sausages, halved 
1 clove of garlic, pressed 
Y% pound salt pork, washed and cubed 
Y2 Cup dry white wine

It's a proven fact that when parents and 
schools work together, students do better. As a 
parent, you were your child’s first teacher. Even 
after your children enter school you continue to 
guide and teach your children as well as serve as 
role models, which is another form of instruction. 

School, of course, is a major source of your 
child’s learning. But learning at home is even 
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television.

Children who have high self-esteem are willing 
to tackle tough assignments. They are willing to 
try something new. And even if they don’t get the 
answer right the first time, they will keep on trying 
until they get it right. : 

One of the most important ways children 
develop self-esteem is by feeling competent and 
capable. Every time you teach your child a new 
skill, whether it’s tying his/her shoes or riding a 
bike—you are building self-esteem. 

When children say “I can’t,” they sometimes 
mean “I don’t know how.” Help your child by 
showing them each step of a new task. 

Use praise as often as possible to reinforce 
positive behavior or accomplishments. 

Hopefully, these suggestions will help and en- 
courage a sense of teamwork between home and 
school, and help the children, our common 
denominator, become more successful.

| have listed some suggestions as to ways 
parents can assist in their child’s education.

1. Read to and with your child as often as possi- 
ble. 

Long after children learn to read_ for 
themselves, they love this special time with Mom 
or Dad. Children who are read to are children who 
want to read on their own. 

Here are some tips from Jim Trelease’s The 
Read-Aloud Handbook, an excellent book to read 
before you begin: 

* Begin to read to children as soon as possible. 

* Try to set aside time every day for reading 
aloud. You can start with just ten minutes a day. 

* Remember that the art of listening is an ac- 
quired one. It must be taught and cultivated 
gradually. 

* Vary the length and subject matter of your 
reading. 

And here are some read-aloud don’ts also from 
The Read-Aloud Handbook: 

* Don’t read stories you don’t enjoy yourself. 

*. Don’t be surprised if your kids interrupt with a 

lot of questions. Answer their questions right 
away. 
* Don’t confuse quantity with quality. Your 
child will remember 10 minutes of reading 
together far longer than he/she will remember two 
hours of television. 

* Don’t compete with television. Mr. Trelease 
says that if parents ask children if they would 
prefer a story or TV, kids will usually choose

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School Bd. Adopts Advisory Council Standards 


At its September 28th meeting, the School 
Committee adopted a set of standards for the 
school advisory councils mandated under the 
Education Reform Act as presented by 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder. 

A committee of School] Committee members, 
school administrators, teachers, and parents met 
in September with Ryder to draw up the standards 
for the schoo! councils. Known as the mechanical 
review team, the committee plans to meet in 
January 1994 to assess the progress of the coun- 
cils and to recommend changes as necessary to 
the School Committee. 

A mission statement for the councils has been 
written. ‘‘The School Councils will work to facilitate 
the formation of a positive educational climate wherein 
each student can maximize his or her learning 
potential,” 

The composition of the councils will differ at 
the various levels of the schools. 

The elementary school councils will consist of 
the principal, two teachers, three parents, and one 
community representative. The Early Childhood 
Center will have a similar council, with the Direc- 
tor of Special Education serving in the principal’s 
position. 

At the Middle School, the council will be the 
principal, three teachers, four parents, and one

New Traffic Signs 
Installed To Enhance 
Schoolchildren’s Safety

Feeding Hills resident Dianne Cox had no idea 
her call to Schoo! Committee member Susan Pet- 
tazoni on the first day of school would result in 
the installation of signs restricting right turn on 
red at the intersection at Feeding Hills Center in 
just three weeks. “Sue made all the right calls,” 
commented Mrs. Cox. 

On Tuesday, September 28th, signs were 
posted prohibiting motorists from turning right on 
red at the intersection of Springfield and North 
and South Westfield Streets between the hours of 
7:45 a.m. and 3:00 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

Parents have become increasingly concerned 
for their children’s safety as development, in- 
cluding the new Super Stop and Shop along Spr- 
ingfield Street, has increased the level of traffic 
passing through the intersection. 

An Accident Waiting To Happen 

Granger Elementary School is located on one 
corner with gas stations on two of the other cor- 
ners. With the opening of Dunkin Donuts on the 
fourth corner, many parents and school officials 
considered the intersection an accident waiting 
to happen. 

After once again witnessing cars turning right 
despite the presence of the crossing guard in the 
intersection, Mrs. Cox urged Mrs. Pettazoni to see 
what could be done. 

Officials of the State Highway Department had 
agreed to install the no turn on red signs upon 
completion of the work on Route 187 within the 
next year or two. 

“It?s unacceptable to wait one to two years,” 
said Mrs. Pettazoni. 

Enlisting the support of Superintendent of 
Schools Bernard Ryder, Mrs. Pettazoni lobbied 
state officials for immediate action. “‘Many an 
adult can’t cro: s that intersection,’ commented 
Ryder on what he has seen at the intersection. 

Last May, Ryder sent a letter to state officials 
urging them to consider a complete ban on right 
turn on red at the intersection. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson contacted the 
State Highway Department in an effort to ‘‘ac- 
celerate the process.” 

Johnson said it was necessary to get the 
state’s permission because Route 187 (North 
Westfield Street) is a state highway. After getting 
the go-ahead from the state, Johnson said it was 
just a matter of getting the signs made up and in- 
stalled. Johnson supported the state’s com- 
promise to restrict rather than ban no turn on red 
in the interest of aiding the flow of traffic during 
non-school hours. 

Intersection To Be Monitored , 

Johnson said the Police Department will be 
monitoring the intersection closely for a few 
weeks in order to call motorists’ attention to the 
new restrictions. Johnson has asked the police to 
issue verbal warnings rather than write out tickets 
for violations at this time. ya 

Mrs. Pettazoni called the new restrictions “a 
major victory for the children. The bottom line is 
we’re here for the children and the children are go- 
ing to be safer.”

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Brownie Gridders 
Take Painful Loss 
To Holyoke

What a difference two weeks makes. 

The Agawam High Brownie footbali team was 
dancing on Harmon Smith Field after planting 
Hoosac Valley three weeks ago. But after last Fri- 
day night’s 34-15 loss to Holyoke, all the bad feel- 
ings were back again. 

There is nothing good to report after this one as 
the Brownies had it going nicely early and then 
stood by helplessly as the Holyoke speed put the 
Purple Knight signature all over Agawam. 

A late-arriving crowd had to be told how Jason 
Votzakis took the opening kickoff for the 
Brownies and sprinted 87 yards down to the 
Holyoke two yard line. Votzakis took the ball right 
up behind a tightly-knit wedge and then broke 
through and headed for the left sideline. Cedric 
Washington (the kicker, as well as the punter, 
safety, and tailback) caught Votzakis inside the 
five and denied the touchdown (for the time 
being). 

Votzakis had scored six touchdowns in his first 
two games and had run up nearly 360 yards in 
rushing during those two contests. But on this 
night, his first 15 seconds of action would be his 
Jone hurrahs on the evening. 

He took the handoff from Dan Moriarty after his 
kick return and bulled in behind rightguard for“ 
6-0 lead. Brian Anderson made the point after and 
Agawam had a 7-0 lead. 

For the first two weeks, Agawam often held the 
lead and Votzakis was the feature back. He would 
have a ton of success blasting up the middle for 
good chunks and he also did damage by getting to 
the corner and then executing a powerful cutback 
that often had him roaming free in the secondary. 

Holyoke took all that away from the junior last 
Friday night. The cutback lanes were closed all 
night and he was also stacked up for losses on 
five of his 20 carries. His line for the night would 
read 20 carries, 33 yards and one touchdown. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Washington would steal the 
show at Harm Smith. He would erupt for over 150 
yards rushing and score four times en route to the 
memory banks of supporters of both teams. 

His evening didn’t start out that great as he 
took a third and seven pitch from QB John Buss- 
inger and was rocked hard to the turf by Chris 
Benjamin for a five yard loss to force a Purple 
Knight punt. But from then on, he was sensa- 
tional. 

Bobby Kunkel brought the punt to the Holyoke 
46, and the Brownies seemed to be set up for an 
easy push toward the Holyoke goal. Votzakis got 
six on first down (his longest run of the night from 
scrimmage), but his next two tries netted only two 
yards total. QB Dan Moriarty tried to run for the 
yardage on fourth down, and he couldn't get to the 
first down sticks. The ball went over on downs. 

Locals Lose Possession On Downs 

A personal foul against Agawam (behind the 
play) may have cost points on Holyoke's second 
possession. Brian Menard made a big play on first 
down by slamming down the Holyoke ballcarrier. 
Mike Berry made the play on second down and 
Holyoke would probably have been forced to put it 
in the air on third down. 

That’s when the penalty occurred (a dumb 
penalty) and the zebras walked the ball down to 
the Agawam 44.

Holyoke didn’t exactly waltz to the end zone. 
They had to convert a fourth and four situation, 
which they did on a pass from Bussinger to Junito 
Rodriquez. Perhaps buoyed by that big conver- 
sion, Washington broke off a play designed to go 
in the middle. He bounced outside left and didn’t 
get caught until Brian Colby tossed him out of 
bounds at the 11. Undaunted, Washington zipped 
through the line and scored on the next play. Mike 
Philpott shanked the point after and Agawam 
maintained a 7-6 lead. 

Moriarty’s 22 yard runback of the ensuing 
kickoff had Agawam in business on its next 
possession. Since the running game was Stalled, 
Coach Dean Vecchiarelli decided to try the air 
lanes and it worked beautifully. 

Bob Kunkel rolled 25 yards with a nice little 
pass in the seam along the right hash mark for 
one good gainer. And then a third and 11 no less; 
he caught a bullet from Moriarty at the seven, dek- 
ed one defender and walked into the end zone for 
a touchdown. It was a 25 yard play and it was 
gorgeous. 

Moriarty rolled left and hit Brian Pelligrino in 
the end zone for a two point conversion that put 
the Brownies on top 15-6. 

There was 7:59 to go in the second quarter 
when that happened. The rest of the half was 
nightmarish for the Brownies. Holyoke would roll 
up 20 points in that little time and turn all the good 
feelings into a fiery halftime chat for Agawam. 

Funny enough, Holyoke didn’t even score on its 
next possession. In fact, they fumbled it back to 
the Brownies in Purple Knight territory at the 45. 
Votzakis got nailed on fourth and two and was 
dropped for a three yard loss. The Purple Knights 
were in the backfield so fast they might have been 
invited. They took over on downs at their own 37. 

Bussinger hit Mark Gubala on first down with a 
15 yard hookup. The Brownies stiffened on the 
next two plays, but Washington took the toss play 
to the left on third down and nobody touched him 
as he went 41 yards to paydirt. Bussinger rolled 
right and threw across the grain to Rodriguez to 
get the two point conversion and Holyoke was 
right back in it, trailing 15-14. 

Votzakis banged out a first down on three car- 
ries as Agawam tried to right the vessel on its 
next chance on offense. On third and 13, however, 
a big rush by Holyoke’s Gubala caused a fumble 
by Moriarty inside Brownie territory and the bad 
dream continued. 

Moriarty made an excellent play to tip away 
what might have been a 30 yard TD pass to 
Rodriguez on first down. But Holyoke would get 
Mr. Washington heading towards the end zone on 
the next two plays and he had the visitors sitting 
with a first down on the 11. 

Visitors Capitalize On Field Position 
_ Bussinger capitalized on the great field posi- 
tion by faking to Washington and then rolling right 
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and into the end zone to give Holyoke its first lead 
(20-15). Menard made another big play by sacking 
Bussinger on the two point try with 1:22 to play. 

The Brownies’ clock management on the next 
series might have been their undoing. With just 
over a minute to play, Agawam might have chosen 
to run out the half with the running game, but they 
threw three straight incompletes instead and the 
clock hardly moved. Vecchiarelli knew that 
Holyoke had timeouts and were ready to use them 
and he had also seen how ineffective his ground 
game had become. 

Anderson punted the football and Holyoke was 
already in business at the Brownie 37. 
Washington blazed 14 yards for one first down 
and then Bussinger hit Rodriquez at one with a 
long pass with just eight seconds to play. 

The zebras stopped the clock to move tne 
chains and Holyoke played the time game like a 
finely tuned viola. Bussinger got his club to the 
line of scrimmage and threw the pass into the dirt. 
That left four seconds to go and it stopped the 
clock. 

Senor Washington mangled his way in as time 
expired. Bobby Kunkel broke up the two point con- 
version, but that proved to be little solace to a 
deflated team walking off to the locker room sud- 
denly trailing by a 26-15 score. 

Holyoke couldn’t do much with the second-half 
kickoff and Moriarty returned the ensuing punt 25 
yards to the Agawam 46 yard line. The running 
game got them one first down, but then bogged 
down again. Anderson might have made the play 
of the night when he was forced to set up in punt 
formation on a fourth down and seven play. 

Unable to handle a low snap, he fished for the 
ball and moved left to avoid the first two potential 
tacklers. He raced for the left sideline and began 
lugging the pigskin as fast as his legs would take 
him. They took him all the way to the Holyoke 28 
and the fans were going crazy! It turned out not to 
matter, but it was fun at the time. 

A Moriarty roll out on a third and six got the ball 
to the 19, but Votzakis was pushed back again on 
fourth and one as Holyoke sent all their people in 
the direction of Agawam’s big play tailback and 
he had no shot of powering through the forest. 

Bussinger suddenly became Randall Cunn- 
ingham (or a reasonable facsimile) as he danced 
to the 42 for a gain of 23 and then he zipped over 
midfield on his next attempt. Add a facemask 
penalty against Agawam and you’re beginning to 
gel the picture. Holyoke was heading down the 
ield in a hurry. 

Rodriquez helped them get there a bit faster 
when he took a counter play 22 yards to the 20 and 
Washington did his cutback thing on the next play 
for 20 more yards and his fourth touchdown. Joey 
Reyes made the two point conversion with 8:01 to 
play and Holyoke had scored its final points of the 
contest. 

Washington maintained his damage doing at a 
high level when he stepped in front of a Moriarty

Zebras, of course, is the affectionate nickname 
given by a large portion of the sports viewing 
world for referee. Why do they call them zebras 
again? Oh that’s right, they wear black and white 
vertical striped shirts for a uniform! Oh, | see. 

ESPN calls them zebras. So does CBS and ABC 
and TNT and all the rest. I’ve never seen it referred 
to in a negative light for any reason and | have 
been following, playing, officiating, broadcasting, 
and writing sports for over 30 years. | believe that 
the nickname zebra goes back at least that far. 

Two weeks ago, Agawam High School hosted 
Chicopee High School in high school football. As 
mentioned here last week, talk show host Dan 
Yorke and | did the public address announcing for 
that contest. | did the first half and Dan did the se- 
cond half. It was a good football game and Dan 
and | had a good time working the contest. 

For my money, sports are cool. Tres cool. There 
was a nice gathering there (but Dan sure would 
have liked to have seen more fans in attendance). 
The weather was beautiful; the food was 
delicious; the teams scored a Jot of points, and 


the girls were pretty. Football Saturday in 
Agawam. 
Earlier in the week, Kathy McSweeney 


(Agawam High Athletic Director) told me that she 
was really excited about having a Saturday after- 
noon game. She was looking forward to it. | was, 
too. 

Somewhere in between the 73 points that were 
scored (Chicopee won 43-30), | made an an- 
nouncement. An Agawam ballcarrier was trying 
like the devil to score on a sweep to the right side. 
It might have been Jason Votzakis, the high- 
scoring tailback, or it might have been fleet- 
footed quarterback Dan Moriarty. It doesn’t mat- 
ter which one it was. 

He raced toward the corner and a Chicopee 
defender (or two) was closing in fast. The Agawam 
kid soared and the Chicopee kid(s) reacted. Con- 
tact was made, the crowd rose up in anticipation, 
and the referee made the call. 

From the public address system, | stated the 
following words (verbatim): ‘“‘He dives for the 
pylon and the zebras mark him out at the one yard

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microphone in the second half. | never gave it a 
second thought. 

Looking back, if | had wondered if the audience 
would have understood my remarks, | would have 
been much more concerned about the word pylon 
than | would have been about zebras. (A pylon is 
the styrofoam rectangled shape objects, general- 
ly orange in color that stick out of the grass on the 
extreme ends of the goal line). If a ballcarrier 
makes contact with the pylon, the play is ruled a 
touchdown.

When | used to play, coach and officiate, | never 
even heard the public address announcer. He is 
there to inform the crowd and there are those that 
feel that | do a fairly good job of conveying that in- 
formation. 

The only reason that | do this for a living (and a 
partial living, at that) is because | enjoy doing it 
very much. There is a lot of travel and many nights 
away from my family. I’m working a lot of 
weekends, too (i.e. the “incident” happened on a 
Saturday afternoon). 

| grow tired of people taking these high school 
and community sports matches so seriously. 

Sports is supposed to be an outlet for people. It 
has served as my outlet for a long time. Hell, | 
didn’t even take the pros seriously when | covered 
them for the better part of 10 years. People want 
to make it serious; | don’t. f

The result may have been disappointing for the 
Agawam High Brownies by dropping a 2-0 deci- 
sion to Ludlow High in girls’ Division | soccer ac- 
tion on Tuesday night at Harmon Smith Field. But 
the locals made it interesting with a second half 
onslaught on the Ludlow cage. 

Agawam had lost senior forward (and leading 
Scorer) Nicole DeCosmo to a season-ending leg 


injury and many wondered if the offensive void 


could be. filled. Despite a scoreless game vs. 
Ludlow, AHS showed it can move the ball and be 
dangerous from anywhere on the field. 

Rash Of Tough Luck Lately 

AHS has been playing in tough luck recently 
with shutout losses to Cathedral, Westfield, and 
now Ludlow. The locals now stand at an ordinary 
4-3-1 at presstime. 

Ludlow and AHS played a close-to-the-vest first 
half as each team came out cautiously. The first 
shot of the game didn’t happen until Agawam’s 
Dina DeMarco banged one on the cage with 33:00 
to play in the half. 

Jen Amaral had a solid chance on a partial 
breakaway five minutes later. But senior goalie 
Laura Asta-Ferrero zipped out of the Brownie nets 
and made a super stop on the play. 

With 20:26 still to play in the half, Sandy Pinto 
picked up a loose ball on the right wing side and 
came in all alone on the Agawam netminder. Pinto 
had the cage all to herself and she rolled it home 
for an easy goal and a 1-0 Ludlow lead. Nancy 
Cheilo was credited with the assist on the play. 

The same duo would score the game’s other 
goal as Ludlow staved off a ferocious AHS attack 
with 12:06 remaining in the second half. Chelo 
banged in a low, hard drive which Asta-Ferrero 
made a nice, diving save on. But the rebound 
squirted out and Pinto ripped it high into the nets 
for the 2-0 lead. 

Between those two goals, however, the game 
belonged to Agawam. 

Farah Lalli and Sue Defilipi, two kids who will 
be asked to step up in DeCosmo’s. absence, 
played excellent soccer up front. Their mates, 
Courtnie Hyland, DeMarco, and Carrie Janik, also 
had chance after chance against Ludlow goalie 
Cindy Mateus. 

With 13:30 to go in the first half, Hyland smack- 
ed one in there that was high and hard and 
Mateus just got a mitt on it and sent the ball off 
the crossbar. DeMarco was right there to kick it in- 
to the goal but the play was dead because the ball 
had hit the crossbar of the football goalpost. 

On the resulting corner kick, Janik drilled a shot 
on goal and DeMarco hit the rebound just wide 
left. 

Brownies On The Hunt 

Hunting season continued throughout the con- 
test for the Agawam offense as Hyland and Janik 
nearly combined on a pretty play in the slot with 
1:29 to go before intermission. It didn’t click but 
the kids were just getting warmed up.

Lots And Lots Of 
‘*‘Fishy’’ Business! 


The summer flounder season closed October 
ist, and the commercial season remains closed 
through December 31st. The summer flounder will 
remain closed through May 14th. : 

This year marks the first year that recreational 
fluke fishing has been subjected to the closure as 
well as a six-fish possession limit. These regula- 
tions were adopted to comply with Amendment 
Number 5 of the Federal Summer Flounder 
Management Plan prepared by the Mid-Atlantic 
Fishery Management Council. 

Most other Mid-Atlantic and New England 
states have identical recreational restrictions, in- 
cluding the adjacent states of New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, and New York. 

The DEP of Connecticut will be stocking 24,000 
nine- to 12-inch brown trout into state lakes and 
ponds this fall, and 23,000 trout will be released 
into rivers and streams throughout Connecticut. 

Along with the 20 rivers and streams, the DEP 
will continue to stock 29 lakes and ponds to pro- 
vide trout for the fall and ice fishing anglers. 

This fall, the DEP will be stocking 1,500 brown 
trout into the Housatonic River Trout Manage- 
ment area in Cornwall. 

New regulations are in effect on some of the 
State’s trout lakes. Twelve- to 16-inch slot length 
limits on.trout were established on Crystal Lake, 
Highland Lake, and Quonnipaug Lake. The 
season on brown trout in East Twin Lake in 
presently closed until April 16th, 1994. 

Captain Brad Glas of the Hel-Cat II reports of 
another super week of fishing, both in-shore and 
off-shore. The in-shore story is basically all the 
small and medium blues you can catch with an 
occasional large fish mixed in, and the bass are 
still plentiful. Last Saturday night (October 2nd), a 
19-pound, one-ounce blue was caught, with a 
19-pound cod runner-up in the daily contest. 

The blues can be expected to continue getting 
larger as autumn progresses. Quite a few keeper 
cod are being caught on the offshore weekend 
day trips. 

SALMON RUN IS BEGINNING 

Thousands of trophy-size chinook and coho 
salmon are getting ready for their annual voyage 
from Lake Ontario upstream into the Salmon River 
at Pulaski, New York. 

There should be a strong run of brown trout 
following the salmon into the rivers. Later in the 
fall, the steelhead run is also expected to be ex- 
ceptional.

N SEARCH of trophy fish, such as this New York State record chinook salmon, 
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at 47 pounds, 13 ounces, that was caught on the Salmon River in September 1991 by Kurt Killian of Berwick, 


Pennsylvania. 


Bob Kelley, owner of Jobber Supply, West Spr- 
ingfield, and his group landed seven large salmon 
after Labor Day, fishing out of Sandy Pond. 

Most anglers on the Salmon and Oswego Rivers 
during the fall use bright egg and fly imitations 
such as egg sacks, glo plugs, marshmallows, and 
yarn flies. These can either be presented on top of 
the water or combined with a sinker rig and allow- 
ed to drift downstream while bouncing along the 
bottom. 

The best stream fisherman to hit Pulaski and 
take fish continuously is Fred Witek, owner of 
Witek’s Sport Shop, Westfield. Fred is very con- 
genial and will impart his knowledge with any 
angler that asks him about his methods for taking 
large saimon and steelheads out of the rivers. 

If you are planning to make a trip, | suggest that 
you drop in on Fred and get the straight dope.

This fact has not been lost 
on me; it has been reported often. The crowd size 
remains smallish, yet loyal. 

But, | still believe that if you took the top 10 kids 
on the soccer team and had them play against the 
field hockey team, the soccer team would win the 
game even if they played it tomorrow. 

Coach Grieve told me that her team is very 
solidly conditioned and that they do a very in- 
tense, pre- and post-practice regimen that keeps 
them in tip-top shape. | don’t doubt that for a se- 
cond, but the fact remains that if all the female 
athletes in the school were available (just for field 
hockey), Agawam would be wiping teams off the 
face of the map.

LEE STANGE turned in one great ballgame after 
another with crafty performances hertofore un- 
seen by young Red Sox fans. JIM LONBORG was 
every bit as dominant that season as Roger 
Clemens or Dwight Gooden have ever been. REG- 
GIE SMITH was throwing the ball home on the fly 
from deep centerfield. Joe Foy was hitting grand 
slams. 

The Sox were trailing 8-0 in a game against 
California and came back to win 9-8 when JERRY 
ADAIR completed the comeback with a solo 
homer. | know the Sox had to get a guy named 
Moose Skowron out in the ninth inning. 

JOHNNY WYATT was in the bullpen and so 
were guys named DARRELL BRANDON and DAN 
OSINSKI, and GARY WASLEWSKI, and GARY 
BELL. DALTON JONES was getting more pinch 
hits than you could have believed. George Scott 
would go on tears and go into slumps. JOSE SAN- 
TIAGO was becoming a folk hero. 

On the final weekend, it would be year-long 
superstar CARL YASTRZEMSKI who would clob- 
ber a three run homer off Jim Merritt (a lefty) and it 
would be Carl’s 44th homer of the year. George 
Scott would hit a pea into the seats in center fora 
homer on the same day. 

On Sunday against Minnesota, the Sox would 
trail 2-0 because Scott and Yaz both made errors 
that had ‘‘this is too much pressure” written all 
over them. ! remember the five run Red Sox com- 
eback inning as if it were yesterday.
